at Athens,

Below is u copy of another letter re- 


ceived by D. S. Shellabarger, from E. O. 
Smith: 


ATHKNS, OEEKCK, April 1890. 


Dear David Slullaljuroer: 


I wrote you some time ago a letter from Borne, 


where we stayed lour weeks, and since then we 
spent the same amount of time at Naples. From 
tnencewecamefastby rail to Brlndisi, and 
took a steamer for 1'atlas, Greece, but stopped 
at tlie Island of Corfu. There cur eyes wereglad- 
dened by the sight of the American Hag afloat 
on our new squadron, consisting of four new 
and magnificent steam shies of war; audsuortly 
after our arrival Commodore Walker 
came 


aboard, accompanied by Capts. Sedgwick and 
Kogers, also lion. Mr. Snowden, our minister to 
Greece, and we Had the pleasure ol a short 
visit. And just let me inform you that this was 
not the first time by several, on this tourney, 
that I felt my national pride lift the front of my 
waistcoat from its natural position, and let me 
state right here also that it does not humiliate 
the American pride of one of her citizens to 
visit any of the countries I have seen, consider- 
ing all lu all, and they are honored full up to 
their merits. Still, they can learn a great deal 
that ought to benefit them at home. 


I will commence where I left off in my letter; 


first I will give you a short history of tlieKoman 
Colliseum, by far the grandest amphitheatre 
ever erected by man—one of the wonders of the 
world—and was built by the Flavian emperors 
during the first centmy. It measures 1,900 feet 
in circumference, Is of an elliptic form, is 157 
feet hlnh and has four stories-the first of the 
Doric style; the second, Ionic, and the last two, 
Corinthian—beautifully ornamented with carved 
anti-columns, pinasters, and entablatures of 
carved marble and stone. It lias eighty archways 
for entrance.and, it is claimed,could be emptied 
inteii minutes witlioutconfusion. All the outside 
work is of cut stona and much of the Interior is 
of a very hard rock, called tufa rock, and was 
held together by Iron anchors and clamps. Un- 
ilerneath the arena was constructed of bard 
brick and mortar, immense corridors, prisons 
and dens for wild beasts, and criminals who 
were condemned to light wild beasts as their 
punishment and for the entertainment of the 
peopla. For 600 years this was a favorite resort 
for the people of Koine and her provinces, and 
it is recorded that the Emperor Vespasian hail 
brought Into the arena 5,000 wild beasta of vari- 
ous kinds to light each other to entertain the 
people during the festivities. Gladiators were 
trained to light each other and wild beasts for 
pri/cs. Very many of the early Christian!, suf- 
fered martyrdom In this way. Sometimes the 
waters of the Tiber were brought into the arena 
and iiavu! lights were exhibited. The last dis- 
play i\iis in sa, and shortly after this a very ex- 
traordinary overflow of the Tiber filled the cel- 
lars and arena to such an extent that It never 
was used afterward; it was completely dis- 
mantled. For mauy centuries Its marble was 
Inirncd into lime and Its walls torn down to get 
the iron it contained, and the stone and brick 
were used for building roads, houses and bridges. 
Tliii continued until the dawn of civilization, 
under the gwUnce of Martin Luther and other 
advocates of civil and religious liberty began to 
appear in Itome. Then the destruction of this, 
one ofthe grandest specimens ol architectural 
skill, ceased and skillful hands set to work to 
preserve and restore enough of It so that after 
generations might view its grandeur; and I 
doubt not tbat many centuries hence peopfe 
frum all parts of the world will be, like us, mak- 
mg pilgrimages to view this, together with many 
other ruins of a people but little, if any, less clv- 
ili/ed than those of our boasted age. 


Now I will try and give you a very brief de- 


scription of St. Peter's cathedral, and I can be 
but brief, as it would take books to contain 
even amlnute description of this, the largest, 
giandest and costliest monument ever erected 
uy man for the worship of the Supreme Intelli- 
gence. This is a modern structure as, as I told 
you in my last letter, in the Medieval times-the 
middle, or dark ages-instead of building, they 
tore down and destroyed all they could of art, 
science, literature and true relieten. This was 
a time when it was considered a religious duty 
to set lire to a grand library and glee over its 
destruction, and burn men and women by the 
thousand for believing that which is considered 
both wise and honorable in this enlightened 
ago of progress. Such was the destruction of 
lie in those dark aud bloody times that a popu- 
lar American author, in uritlng on the subject 


if European civil policy, declares that for 1,000 
years Kurope did not double its population. 
Itome, hcrHOlf. is a striking example; 1,800 years 
IIRO she was mistress of tho civilized world, then 
B'IO bunsted nor walls were the Northern sea 
on tliu nortli, trip Atlantic oe&ftn on the west, the 
African deeert on tho south and the Euphrates. 
Rhine of Asia, on the east; and it is recorded 
that thirty years ago she numbered 800,000 inhab- 
itants. Since then a reaction has sot in, and 
now aho numbers 400,000 and is improving. She 


400 churches find many schools. She has 40,. 


one at Pisa, ia built entirely of marble, beauti- 
fully variegated In mosaic. The roof at Milan 
is ornamented by 100 turrets and the caurch bas 
over 2000 marble statnes, representing as many 
Roman saints. A distinguishing feature of all 
the large cities of Italy are the cathedrals of 
immense size and grandeur, but I was struck 
with the visible disproportion between them 
and their congregations. 
The Scala Santa Is a 


place containing 28 marble steps, said to have 
been brought from Jerusalem aud to have been 
the stairs to the court of Pilate and that Jesus 
of Nazareth walked over them, after his mock 
coronation, when the blood trickled from the 
wounds made from the crown of thorns and 
stained these steps. These steps were brought 
to Rome by the Emperor Constant'lie. 
It is 


taught and believed by the faithful that by as- 
cending these stairs on one's knees will secure 
an Indulgence for 1000 years. So numerous have 
been these ascensions that It became necessary 
to protect the steps by wooden coverings. When 
we were there they were crowded with devotees 
ascending on their knees aud stooping to kiss 
the steps. It is said that Martin Luther made 
the ascent half way. when he suddenly aiose 
and walked down, lie said that a voice whis- 
pered to him that tlie just shall live by faith. 


We wore presented witli two tickets, through 


the kindness of Countess Baymond, whose ac- 
quaintance and friendship we made at Nice. 
She wrote in our favor to a high priest and he 
visited us several times and showed us several 
favors. lie procured us two tickets, all he 
could get. It was the anniversary of Pope Leo 
XIII and It was a rare favor to be permitted to 
visit the Vatican and his holiness. 
Of course 


neither knew how wicked I was and so I did not 
Impose on good nature, and another reason was 
that my swallow tall was not in proper condi- 
tion. So 1 gave my ticket to a youneer member 
of the family and she was present ana was 
greatly gratified by the honor. 


Whatever Catholicism has been lu the past 


one thing In its favor Is tlie high moral tone aud 
the kind behavior ot Catholics in Home and Italy 
wherever I have heen and seen them. But this 
is a new Koine, differing much from the Home of 
the dark ages. I am of the opinion that Koinan- 
Ism Is being affected and benefited by the pro- 
gressive spirit ol this age and that there will in 
the end be a new Itomanism take the place of 
the old. 


We were at the King's palace in Home and 


passed through his line apartments. 
We after- 


wards saw the King and Queen and their son, 
the heir apparent. They are popular with the 
people of the country and Italy is experiencing 
the good inlluences of a better government and 
is rising to prominence among tho nations, but 
they are borne down by an enormous task. The 
triple alliance, which she together with Germany 
and Austria constitutes, compels her to support 
a standing army ot 300,000 soldiers and a [navy 
at a cost of $100,000,000. Italy Is too poor for this 
but she has to do It for self-defense. Now that 
Bismarck, the author of Ihe triple alliance meas- 
ure, has resigned as prime minister, all Europe 
Is looking anxiously to sec uhatthe result may. 
turn out 


We had a fine time at Naples and saw much 


to interest us, but I wont bore you with an ac- 
count of It in this already too lengthy scrawl. We 
were detained longer there than we intended by 
the Indisposition of one of our company. It is 
feared It may be dangerous to visit Egypt during 
the hot weather and we are considering whether 
we had not better turn our course and visit Asia 
Minor in our return home. March was the time 
we expected to be at Cairo and we are informed 
that April or May would be a hazardous time for 
persons that were not vigorous and healthy to 
go there. 


There are a great many Americans visiting 


Europe at this time and I am told all the time 
and about six to one are women. At Naples at 
one time I was the only male boarder out of 20 
persons at our hotel. 
We found many Ameri- 


cans wherever we visited, excepting at our pres. 
ent hotel. We have never been lonesome anil 
have all the time been clieery and lively. We 
met a good many people whom we greatly re- 
spected. We have not had a Decatur paper for 
an age and but few letters. We would like both 
and they would reach us prepaid and directed 
to No. 7, Rue Scribe, Paris, France, In care of 
Monroe & Co. All join In love.

Two immense corridorsof cir- 
cjl.ir form, and n colonnade forming a semi-oir- 
i-ular portico supported hy 284 columns 70 feet 
hiph, in four rows: between them carriages pass 
each other: above it is a fine entablature, richly 
ornamented, and standing upon it are 192 statues 
of marble, eleren feet high, representing as many 
fiaintfl. Between these two circular porticoes, 
in the center, stand the grandest, largest and 
most remarkable obelisks of antiquity, wrought 
of red granite and said by the historian, Harodo- 
tup, to hare been erected by the eon of Sesostns 
one of the most 
ancient emperors of China 


known to history. On each Bide of this is a mag- 
nificent fountain. It would be impossible for me 
to describe the inside of this church. It far ex- 
ceeds any building eTer erected. The walls from 
the floor to the dome, are covered with the most 
artistic Mosaic representations of scriptural 
characters and events. Michael Aiigelo and 
many of the greatest artists were employed in its 
erection and decoration. It was c oramenced in 
the sixteenth century and it took 100 years to 
complete it. In the interior of the dome, in the 
Mosaic painting, the pen ID the, hand of the 
prophet, seeming to lie 18 inches long, is six feet. 
The bronze statue of St. Peter is said to have 
been made for Jupiter. It stands upon a pe- 
destal near the passage. It Is within reach and 
the projecting toe lias been worn away by the 
devotees' kisses. In another church a statue of 
Jesus, made of marble, was so worn away that 
it had to be replaced by a bronze foot. There 
are several families living on the roof, em ployed 
in cleaning and taking care of the building. The 
rest is put at $£0,000,000 and at a time when Die 
price was much lower than the present. It is 
said to have exhausted the revenues o! a dozen 
popes. If It could be built al all in'the United 
States It w >ula cost 8300,000,000. The large dome 
Is a model of beauty, but it Is my own opinion, 
derived from observation and from conversation 
with competent judges, that the outside of the 
cathedral at Florence is much finer, but that the 
Inside is not near so line a> tins one at Borne, 
nor Is It as large.

A fiery bolt came down from the 


clouds about 10 o'clock yesterday morn,

The free trader in trying to prove that

In May, 1860, a slate convention 
was held at Decatur, 111., to appoint del- 
egates to Chicago. 
Abraham Lincoln 


was there, and at that convention was 
inaugurated by Qov. Oglesby tbe rail 
movement. 
Mr. Lincoln had formerly 


lived in that county, and had worked on 
a furtn with Mr. John Hanks, who was 
still living, and it occurred to tbe Gover- 
nor ID conversation with Mr. Hanks that 
if they could get some of tbe rails that 
Lincoln and Hanks split it would be a 
good thing for the campaitrn. So on the 
day of the convention Oglesby arranged 
that just at the close of the business of 
the convention Mr. Hanks should march 
in w th one ot these rails on his shoulder, 
which he did, and as Mr. Lincoln rose to 
speak his attention was called to the 
rail. He said. 


"Fellow Citizen*. It IB true that many, 


many years ago John Hanks and I made 
rails down on the Sangacnon. We made 
good, big, honest rails, but whether that 
is one of the rails I am not at this distant 
period ol time able to say." 


That inaugurated tbe rail movement 


He closed his reference to the rails with 
an eulogy on free labor embracing the 
finest thought of his theory npon tbe 
subject. On the 18th of May this Wes- 
tern farmer was placed upon a protective 
tariff platform whioh secured to work- 
iDgmen liberal wages, to agriculture re- 
mnnirative pnoea, to mechanic* and 
manufacturers adequate reward for their 
skill, labor and enterprise, and to the 
nation commercial prosperity and inde- 
pendence.

Twine is Twine. 


The F. M. B. A. county assembly meet- 


ing was held with closed doore, and the 
price of twine was the principal topic of 
discussion. State Agent McGibben had 
twine to sell and he was prepared to take 
orders in ton lots.
